Few prices showed any changes 


on the Farmers' market this morn- 
Ing and supplies of fresh garden 
produce and fruit were about the 
same as a week ago. Beans, both 
green and yellow, were in good sup- 
ply with prices of 15 to 20 cents a 
quart box. 


Other fresh garden vegetables in- 


cluded cabbage at eight cents a 
pound; lettuce, ten cents a box; 
radishes, ten cents a bunch; beets, 
ten cents a bunoh; spinach, 15 cents 
a quarter peck; sugar peas, 30 cents 
a box; carrots, ten cents a bunch; 
onions, ten^cents a bunehj-^arslesv 
five cents a bunch; rhubarb, ten 
cents a bunch. 


Egg prices remained unchanged 


with large whites and browns selling 
irom 55 to 60 cents a dozen. Chick- 
ens were 65 and 70 cents a pound. 
Butter was 75 and 80 cents a pound. 


Berries and Cherries 


There was a small amount of pork 


for sale, with smoked bacon bring- 
ing 65 cents a pound and sliced ham 
90 cents a pound. 


Additional supplies of new pota- 


toes were on the market today, sell- 
ing mostly for 25 and 30 cents a 
quart box. Early apples, including 
Transparent, Early Ripe and Straw- 
berry apples, brought 15 cents a 
quart box. 


Gooseberries sold for 20 cents a 


quart and currents were^ 30 cents 
a quart. Black raspberries .were 40 
cents a quart and red ones 35 to 50 
cents a quart. Sour cherries sold for 
25 and 35 cents a quart and sweet 
cherries at 35 cents a quart. 


New cauliflower was priced at 15 


to 25 cents a head. Other prices 
were unchanged. Sweet cream was 
35 cents a pint; cottage cheese and 
potatO-salad^-20 cents a pint; pies? 
40 cents each and cookies 25 cents 
a dozen.

The American note to Moscow, de- 


manding that the Soviet union im- 
mediately lift the food blockade of 
western Berlin, is couched In a 
bluntness which is the only kind of 
language the Bolshevists under- 
stand. 


It isnt belligerent and it doesn't 


make threats, but it 
leaves no 


doubt that Uncle Sam has had 
enough of bullying. He isn't taking 
any more. 


Similar notes were sounded' si- 


multaneously by both Britain and 
Prance. So far as America is con- 
cerned, it will be sweet music hi the 
ears of the average citizen, who has 
been waiting eagerly for this har- 
dening against Communist aggres- 
sion. 


Inhuman Effort 


The Communist food blockade is, 


of course, an inhuman effort to 
starve the 2400,000 civilians of 
•western Berlin and thus 
force 


America, Prance and Britain to 
•withdraw from the capital. Such a 
•withdrawal would leave the Beds 
free to create another satellite state 
out of their German zone of occupa- 
tion, with Berlin as the capital. 


Of this scheme the Washington 


note warns that the United States 
will not be compelled by "threats, 
pressure or other actions" to aban- 
don its rights in Berlin. And listen 
to this: 


"It is intolerable that any one of 


the occupying authorities should at- 
tempt to Impose a blockade upon 
the people of Berlin. The United 
States government is therefore 
obliged to insist that in accordance 
with

tion of how the three powers would 
deal with that contingency, there 
certainly «re ways and means.

HOPE USSR WILL 
YIELD IN BERLIN 
Washington, July 10 (fl>—Ameri- 


can officials expressed hope today 
that Moscow will yield to western 
power arguments and warnings and 
lift the Russian blockade of Berlin. 


If the Soviets do not give way, the 


only alternative course seen by dip- 
lomats here is for the United States, 
Britain and France to take the 
case before the United Nations in 
an effort to force Russia by legal 
means to give them free access to 
the city. 


The arguments and warnings of 


the western powers were made pub- 
lic last night. Washington, London 
and Paris released the texts of simi- 
lar notes which they had sent .t* 
Russia on the Berlin situation last 
Tuesday. 


These notes advised the Soviet 


government directly for the first 
time that the three powers consider 
that (A) they are in Berlin by 
right, (BX-they have the right of 
Iree access to the city and (C) they 
will not be forced out by threats or 
pressure. 


In the words of the American 


note, which Secretary of State Mar- 
shall signed, the United States gov- 
ernment "declares that it will not 
be induced by threats, pressures or 
other action to abandon these 
rights." Marshall then sought to 
clinch the point by adding: "It is 
hoped that the Soviet government 
entertains no doubts whatsoever ofi 
this point." 


With some differences in wording,

Driving That Wastes 


More and more we are finding 


that your driving habits are the big 
factor in the rate of consumption 
of gas and oil, in spite of much that 
you are currently hearing about the 
high cost of higher speeds. Boule- 
vards demonstrate this conclusive- 
ly. Where there are many stoplights, 
and drivers accelerate between stops, 
gas and oil mileage take a toboggan. 
Fuel is wasted in the effort to build 
up to the boulevard gait while oil 
is wasted every time the driver lifts 
his foot suddenly from the accelera- 
tor. Pistons then suck oil up from, 
the sump (technical for oil pan). 
You could go at least 15 miles per 
hour faster on the open road with 
no more increase in fuel consump- 
tion and with far less loss of oil. 
The trick in economy is to hit the 
speed at which the car rolls easiest 
and to avoid further ups and downs. 
If your car will coast a long distance 
at nearly the speed the engine has 
been pulling it you can be sure that 
the engine was having an easy job 
and wasn't wasting fuel. But if the 
car immediately slows down when 
you coast you -will know that your 
speed is wasteful for the conditions 
under which you are driving. 


Efght Off The Hood 


Latest in the fitment line is a spe- 


cial crankcase drain plug with elec- 
trical connections. It is wired to a 
warning light on the instrument 
panel to tell the driver when the 
engine is shy of oil. 


You may not realize it but leather 


is used in the most advanced car- 
buretors — for cup packings for 
the accelerator pump and the dash 
pot. 
Leather cups, stay v/rinkle- 


proof. 


Ordinary cylinder sleeves dften 


are distorted when being installed 
because they require such a tight 
press fit. The answer seems to be to 
use the new copper-coated sleeves. 
Being on the outside, the copper is 
soft enough to yield when the sleeve 
is being fitted. 


For Fotnre Reference 


Those solenoids which control the 


starter or the automatic over-drive 
are rather faithful servants but they 
do need occasional checking. Here's 
how your mechanic will do it: 


Pull the plunger out far enough to 


obtain a % inch air gap. Then the 
solenoid is connected to a six-volt 
battery and the pull on the plunger 
tested. For one car this should be 
16V pounds when the plunger is in 
process of being pulled toward*1 the 
end of its travel and 18 pounds when 
it bottoms. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking: 


"Funny how so many drivers worry 


needlessly regarding the generator 
and its controls. It is so easy - to 
check these parts to tell if they're 
on the right track. Suppose you feel 
that because the ammeter doesn't 
show charge that the generator isn't 
on the job. Just stop the car, switch 
off the engine and re-start it seve- 
ral times so as to pull down the bat- 
tery with excessive cranking. You'll 
probably find that the ammeter now 
'shows charge, since the battery is 
down a bit and the regulation sys- 
tem is set to bring it up again." 


Just Good Business 


Ever since I wrote that item about 


how a friend of mine spots good me- 
chanics by the way they care for 
then- working equipment, readers 
have been telling me they, too, use 
this yardstick. Cleanliness, so far as 
the repair business goes, not only is 
next to skill but may turn out to be 
closely related to success. If this 
keeps up all the smart repairers will 
be keeping their wrenches in her- 
metically sealed cases. Seriously, the 
automobile has reached the point 
where accuracy is so important, no 
one can expect to do a good job 


I using grimy tools or tolerating dirt 
on parts to be adjusted- Those old 
timers who used to keep the motor 
spotless were not just fussy: they 
knew that cleanliness shows up 
trouble abrewing. 


After a motor job, don't be sur- 


prised if a leak develops in the 
: exhaust pipe where it fits to the ex- 
! haust manifold. Disturbance often 


starts a leak there. A good plan is 
to check the exhaust system for 
leakage before considering the over- 
hauling complete. 


Too much bobbing of the car in- 


dicates that the shock absorbers are 
badly in need of fluid or are not 
working. Weak springs or excessively 
lubricated leaf springs may bottom 
when the car hits a rough spot but 
they will not have sufficient pep to 
rebound if the shock absorbers are 
controlling them normally. 


Break-In With Overdrive 


The effect of overdrive on the 


process of breaking in a new car 
does not seem to be fully appreciated 
by many who have recently gone 
through that" choice bit of excite- 
ment known as taking delivery. For 
one thing if your car has overdrive 
and you are on the road largely 
during the first thousand miles the 
engine won't rotate as many times 
as it would for the same distance if 
the car had merely a conventional 
three-speed transmission. Overdrive 
also permits higher speeds because 
the engine isn't working as hard. I 
am among those who currently fav- 
or higher breaking in speeds as a 
means of "bedding down" new en- 
gines. This break-in, however, should 
be done on the open road, and not 
too far from home plate so that if 
anything doesn't seem to be right, 
you are near the service station. 


I have frequently pointed out that 


you can be sure you're speeding if 
your gait exceeds that of the other 
users of the road, that there is al- 
ways a good reason why traffic is 
hitting a certain speed. But there's 
another angle to this which I failed 
to mention before. I am referring to 
the false sense of security when 
driving in step with traffic if that 
traffic is moving faster than you 
are experienced enough to handle. 
Or, perhaps, your windshield wiper 
isn't working properly, your tires 
are smooth, or your brakes are not 
up to- snuff. The pace may be too fast 
for your own safety. Under such 
conditions, the only safe course is 
to lag behind. 


Idle It Faster 


While it is true that tempera- 


ture and fuel conditions will have a 
lot to do with the way an engine 
idles when you press the clutch pe- 
dal to the floor in stopping for a 
traffic light any roughness is quite 
likely to be due to the fact that the 
engine is idling too slowly. When 
idling was adjusted the clutch was 
engaged, driven portions of the 
clutch then increasing ^flywheel 
weight. With "the clutch disengaged 
this added flywheel effect is lost. A 
little faster idling will usually check 
the roughness. 


What's Yonr Car Trouble? 


Q. What are the chances of over- 


1 charging a battery these days? Is it 


necessary to have the lights on dur- 
ing a daytime trip? W. B. 


A. Voltage and current regulators 


take care of this. The main risk 
today is under-charging. If the am- 
meter shows a higher charging rate 
when you switch on some electrical 
accessory, car running, you will know 
that the regulator has stepped up 
the output to meet the new demand. 
Cranking a high compression en- 
gine draws heavily on the battery. 


Q. I have been troubled with chat- 


tering brakes. There is no grease on 
the linings, shoes are properly ad- 
justed and the drums are not out 
of round. I even checked the brake 
backing plates. H. F. S. 


A. Now take a look at the linings. 


You may find one or two of their, 
with loose rivets. 


Q. The battery of my car is shed- 


ding a lot of its active material and 
I also find it difficult to maintain a 
charge. What's wrong? K. L. Jr. 


A. How old is this battery? From 


what you say the battery is coming 
to the end of its rope. Many battery 
men stamp the month and year the 
battery was bought on one of the 
posts. 


Q. After I have driven ten miles 


or so the engine of my car starts to 
become noisy. It still has power and 
is equipped with hydraulic vahe 
lifters which maintain clearance at 
zero. Can you help? S. E. F. 


A. You will find that the oil is 


breaking down. This probably is due 
*o the engine overheating. The oil 


should oe up to normal viscosity in 
order for the hydraulic lifters to 
uork properly. Watch your oil level, 
because a smaller volume of oil will 
break down easily.

Today's Talk 


THAT INWARD HAPPINESS 
Many people enjoy an outward 


happiness, because of what they are 
able to achieve, accumulating many 
things that give satisfaction and 
comfort, or the acclaim of one's fel- 
low creatures because of some out- 
standing talent, or artistic mastery 
But to many such there still may 
remain an inward hunger and lack 
of inward happiness, without which 
no genuine success can be gained. 


The story of Albert Schweitzer is 


an inspiring one. He became one of 
the greatest musicians in Europe, 
a famous philosopher and theo- 
logian, and was being continually 
honored. But this did not seem to 
satisfy. During one of his holidays 
he began to think things over. In 
his own words, he has written in 
his autobiography: "There came to 
me, as I awoke, the thought that I 
must not accept this happiness as 
a matter of course, but must give 
something in return for it." 


And so it was that this great 


man pushed aside his already estab- 
lished frame, took up the study of 
medicine and went to an isolated 
mission in Africa, where he has been 
administering to thousands of na- 
ives. After completing this step, he 
'urther wrote: "Now the answer was 
ound. In addition to the outward, 
I now had inward happiness." 
'Life" magazine recently referred to 
Dr. Schweitzer as "The greatest 
man in the world!" 


We are not paid for this outward 
lappiness of ours, for it concerns 
only ourselves. But this inward 
happiness is something that is paid 
or by an ever increasing number, 
jo whose lives we have contributed 
»o much of ourselves, adding to 
these lives a spiritual sustenance 
hat nothing material can even 
match. 


The very moment that a land act 
s completed, there is gained that 
inward happiness, no matter 
whether it is acknowledged or ap- 
preciated. That is no concern of 
ours. We are ahead. We are the 
;ainer. And it is this inward hap- 
piness, secured "without money and 
without price" that leads us to the 
peace "that passeth all under- 
standing."
